Be  it  resolved  that  the  citizens  of  Hampton  Falls,  in  Town 
Meeting  assembled,  give  Grace  Perkins,  Donald  Janvrin  and 
Eugene  Heal  a  standing  vote  of  thanks.  The  resolution  was 
passed. 

A  presentation  of  a  pewter  plate  was  made  to  Grace 
Perkins  and  Donald  Janvrin  by  Jerome  Healey  in  recognition 
of  their  29  and  19  years  of  service  to  the  town  respectively. 

Frank  Ferreira  made  the  motion  that  when  this  meeting  is 
adjourned  it  be  dissolved  in  memory  of  George  Avins  who  long 
served  our  town  as  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist.  The  motion 
carried. 

John  Parker  moved  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  last  year  3 
representatives  to  the  legislature  from  our  District  12  voted 
against  HB986,  which  would  have  prohibited  CWIP  (construc-

The  Friends  of  the  Library  is  an  organization  whose  prime 
purpose  is  to  raise  money  to  purchase  articles  for  the  library. 
We  have  offered  a  variety  of  programs  to  the  community  this 
year,  such  as  the  re-enactment  of  the  Battle  of  Bennington  by 
Nels  Tyring;  knowledge  of  how  our  town  government  operates 
with  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning 
Board,  Board  of  Adjustments  and  Conservation  Committee; 
True  Kelley  giving  us  an  informative  talk  on  what  she  learned 
while  writing  and  illustrating  The  Mouse's  Terrible  Christmas, 
and  many  films  and  film  strips  were  previewed. 

Along  with  gifts  and  dues,  the  Friends  have  a  Bakeless  Bake 
Sale  in  January  and  a  Mini  Fair  in  the  spring  to  raise  money  for 
their  projects.  They  also  provide  the  funds  needed  by  the 
Librarian  for  the  summer  reading  program.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  REPORT 

The  year  1978,  saw  us  change  from  contracted  law  enforce- 
ment to  our  own  police  department.  To  do  this  necessitated 
the  purchase  of  a  new  cruiser  and  all  the  equipment  necessary, 
including  a  radio,  lights  and  siren,  mobile  decoder,  and  other 
special  equipment.  The  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agen- 
cy assisted  with  one-half  the  purchase  price  of  the  total  cost.  In 
this  cruiser  we  feel  we  have  the  best  equipped  and  organized 
car  in  the  State. 

A  second  four  channel  portable  radio  was  purchased  to  im- 
prove our  capabilities  while  in  the  field  and  to  maintain  a  por- 
table radio  in  the  cruiser  at  all  times.  Both  of  our  portables  and 
the  cruiser  radio  have  the  Fire  Department  frequency  in  them 
so  we  are  able  to  communicate  with  them  during  any  situation. 
Our  office  has  also  been  located  in  the  Fire  Department  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Fire  Chief  for  allowing  us  the  use  of  the 
space. 

Your  Police  Department  now  as  an  Animal  Control  Officer, 
John  H.  McEachern  III,  and  you  may  contact  him  or  any  police 
officer  if  you  have  any  animal  problems.  I  also  want  to  remind 
you  that  whenyou  need  to  call  the  police  you  should  call  the 
Sheriff's  Office  in  Exeter  at  772-4716  as  they  continue  to  dis- 
patch for  us  and  will  put  you  in  contact  with  the  duty  officer. 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  my  officers  for  the  work  they  have  done 
this  past  year  and  all  the  other  town  departments  for  the 
cooperation  they  have  given  us.  I  also  appreciate  the 
assistance  of  the  other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  area  in 
our  times  of  need.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1978 


This  year  marked  the  culmination  of  a  project  the  Com- 
mission has  been  involved  in  for  over  five  years;  the  establish- 
ment of  a  town  forest,  wildlife  and  recreation  area.  The  area  is 
one  we  can  be  proud  of  and  one  that  should  benefit  all 
townspeople  young  and  old  in  future  years. 

Acquisition  was  achieved  by  use  of  the  town  forest  reserve 
fund  the  people  have  voted  each  year  and  matched  with  funds 
from  The  Heritage  Conservation  and  Recreational  Service. 
This  coupled  with  a  partial  donation  from  the  former  owner; 
Chesterman  memorial  gifts  and  a  Ford  Foundation  Grant 
enabled  adequate  financing. 

Thus  we  join  approximately  27  other  towns  in  New 
Hampshire,  with  the  forethought  to  take  this  initial  step  toward 
long  range  protection  of  open  space  which  is  slipping  away  at  a 
startling  rate.  We  will  continue  to  study  areas  we  feel  should  be 
preserved  for  the  future,  and  hope  interested  townspeople  will 
bring  such  areas  to  the  attention  of  the  commission. 

During  the  year  Commission  members  have  by  testimony 
at  hearings  or  letters  for  record  made  its  position  known  to 
regulatory  agencies  on  several  matters,  and  have  in  addition 
attended  three  regional  meetings  or  workshops  on  conserva- 
tion matters  effecting  the  seacoast  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


Growth  was  the  main  issue  in  the  region  in  1978,  as  it  will 
be  in  the  foreseeable  future.  How  to  keep  ahead  of  it 
dominated  the  work  of  the  Commission,  whose  work  load  con- 
sisted of  a  host  of  projects,  including  wastewater  and  solid 
waste  disposal,  housing  and  health  plans,  transportation  and 
land  use  plans  and  technical  assistance  to  member  towns  in 
developing  or  updating  master  plans. 

In  addition,  a  draft  report  was  done  on  the  economic  and 
sociological  impacts  of  the  Seabrook  power  plant.  Public 
workshops  were  organized  to  help  the  Corps  of  Engineers  plan 
tor  a  water  supply  study,  now  underway.  We're  one  of  47 
towns  included. 

The  Commission  staff  is  always  available  to  the  Town  for 
consultation.  A  census  was  completed  so  that  we  now  have 
current  information  on  computer  printouts  on  the  composition 
of  our  population.  Further  direct  assistance  to  us  came  in  the 
form  of  the  drafting  of  growth  control  regulations,  substantial 
help  in  processing  the  first  section  of  a  potentially  large  subdivi- 
sion in  Elton  Orchards  and  other  help  in  planning  and  zoning. 

It  is  sobering  to  think  of  the  projected  growth  of  the  Town. 
With  a  population  of  1415  in  1977,  the  Commission  expects  us 
to  nearly  double  by  1990  (to  2600  persons)  and  to  more  than  tri- 
ple by  2000  (to  4800  persons).  With  about  4800  buildable  acres, 
excluding  wetlands,  that  means  2400  potential  house  lots.  If 
the  Town  were  completely  built  up  under  present  zoning,  the 
potential  population  could  exceed  32000.  With  these  numbers 
in  mind  the  Planning  Board  was  moved  to  pass  subdivision 
regulations  which  limit  the  annual  number  of  building  permits. 
However,  our  situation  is  extremely  favorable  when  compared 
to  other  towns  in  the  region  because  we  have  long  had  a  well 
developed  and  fairly  strict  set  of  zoning  ordinances  backed  up 
by  a  master  plan.  This  is  exactly  what  towns  must  have  -  and 
within  two  years  -  according  to  a  state  supreme  court  landmark 


77 


decision  in  Beck  vs.  Town  of  Raymond.  Although  the  Commis- 
sion assisted  us  in  updating  our  master  plan  a  few  years  ago, 
the  real  tribute  must  go  to  a  consistently  good  planning  board 
which  we've  had  over  the  years,  together  with  the  strong  sup- 
port of  our  residents. 

We  want  to  urge  you  to  carefully  consider  the  Coastal 
Zone  Management  legislation,  now  pending.  The  Commission 
is  working  to  improve  it,  largely  by  assuring  the  protection  of 
home  rule.  As  of  this  writing  (early  February),  the  legislation  is 
deficient.  We  want  the  proposed  agency  to  be  located  in  the 
coast,  not  in  Concord.  We  want  its  board  of  directors  to  be 
strongly  represented  by  people  from  the  coast  and  we  want 
them  to  have  decision-making  authority  (as  is  customary  in 
New  Hampshire  agencies  and  commissions),  rather  than 
merely  to  have  an  advisory  role.  We  hope  you  will  insist  on 
these  changes  by  contacting  your  legislators. 

One  of  the  Commission's  new  projects,  just  beginning,  is 
to  identify  important  historical  resources  in  architecture  and 
archeology.  New  England  has  some  of  the  richest  such 
treasures  in  the  country  and  they  are  threatened  under  the 
pressure  of  growth.  This  Historic  Preservation  Project  will  aid 
to  learning  just  what  we  have  and  how  we  may  protect  them. 
The  survey  will  be  done  in  Portsmouth,  New  Castle, 
Newington  and  Greenland  but  the  hope  is  to  include  other 
towns.  If  you  are  interested  to  have  Hampton  Falls  included, 
please  let  us  or  the  selectmen  know. 

The  big  regional  hassle  in  1979,  apart  from  coastal  zone 
legislation,  is  expected  to  be  the  proposed  oil  refinery  in  Ray- 
mond and  Fremont  and  its  offshore  terminal,  to  be  located 
about  three  miles  southwest  of  the  Isles  of  Shoals.  If  and  when 
the  promoter  will  come  forward  with  substantial  plans,  the 
Commission  will  make  its  recommendations  on  their 
worthiness. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  is  funded  by  federal  money 
mostly,  with  smaller  contributions  by  the  state  and  member 
towns.  Since  1971  we  have  been  able  to  keep  local  payments  at 
<i  per  capita  rate  of  60 cents  (for  us  in  1979,  $849).  We  hope  you 
will  once  again  find  its  expertise  a  worthwhile  investment. 

Roberta  Pevear  was  elected  to  serve  as  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  in  1978. 

Commision  meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of 
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each  month  at  7:30  PM  on  a  rotating  basis  in  the  member 
towns.  We  invite  all  citizens  to  attend  and  we  welcome  your  in- 
quiries about  our  work.  All  complaints  may  be  registered  with 
Ms.  Pevear.

Of  these  calls  187  were  made  free  of  charge  or  at  a  reduced 
fee.  It  remains  the  policy  of  the  agency  that  no  one  is  refused 
service  because  of  inability  to  pay.  Fees  are  scaled  or  care  is 
provided  on  a  no  charge  basis  when  necessary. 

Currently  11  children  from  Hampton  Falls  are  enrolled  in  our 
Well  Child  Clinic.  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month  and  children 
from  birth  to  6  years  of  age  are  seen  on  a  regular  schedule  for 
physical  examinations, immunizations,  blood  tests,  counseling, 
developmental  testing,  vision  and  hearing  screening,  urine 
tests  and  lead  screening.  In  addition  children  between  the  age 
of  3  and  6  are  seen  twice  a  year  at  our  Dental  Clinic  and  are 
referred  to  local  dentists  for  treatment  when  necessary,  at  no 
cost  to  the  families. 

On  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  we  have  nurses  at  the 
Trinity  United  Church  Parish  House  in  Seabrook  at  the  Senior 
Citizen  "Drop-in"  meeting  and  on  the  second  Thursday  follow- 
ing the  Senior  Citizens  meetings  at  the  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Hampton,  we  hold  a  blood  pressure  monitoring  and 
screening  clinic.  Residents  of  Hampton  Falls  are  welcome  at 
either  of  those  clincs.  In  addition  anyone  may  come  to  our  of- 
fice at  anytime  between  8A  and  4  PM  for  a  free  blood  pressure 
check. 

Our  staff  consists  of  6  full  time  R.N.'s  2  part  time  R.N.'s,  2 
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part  time  Physical  Therapists  and  1  Secretary/Bookkeeper.  In 
addition  we  contract  with  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  so 
that  Speech  Therapy  and  Occupational  Therapy  can  be 
offered  to  our  homebound  patients.  Our  contract  with  the 
Area  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  Agency  enables  us  to 
provide  aides  and  homemakers  to  local  residents  when  need- 
ed. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  our  budget,  the  Board  of  Directors 
voted   not    to   ask   the   local    towns   to   increase   their  ap- 
propriations based  on  updated  population  figures  this  year. 
Thus  we  are  asking  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  for  $1,389.00.

As  in  1977,  our  1978  mosquito  control  efforts  were  concen- 
trated on  the  salt  marsh  areas  where  80-90%  of  the  local  mos- 
quito population  breeds. 

Several  factors  resulted  in  the  Commission  being  able  to 
return  a  significant  budget  surplus  to  the  Town  this  year.  In 
1978,  most  of  our  supervisory  and  control  labor  was  provided 
through  contracted  services  with  the  Town  of  Exeter.  This 
combining  of  our  efforts  resulted  in  reduced  costs  for  both 
Towns,  as  we  each  paid  only  for  direct  productive  labor.  Ad- 
ditionally, Hampton  Falls  employed  a  Work  Study  student 
from  UNH  as  our  only  full-time  worker.  Under  the  Work  Study 
program,  80%of  the  student's  wages  are  paid  for  by  the  Univer- 
sity. Lastly,  newly  purchased  power  applicating  equipment 
dramatically  reduced  labor  expenses  when  compared  with 
previously  used  hand  operated  applicators.  This  new  equip- 
ment also  allowed  more  effective  control  through  better 
coverage  and  more  accurate  application  of  control  chemicals. 

1978  saw  the  initiation  of  a  pilot  source  reduction  project  in  a 
small,  isolated  section  of  salt  marsh  in  the  Town  of  Rye. 
Although  Rye  is  funding  the  major  portion  of  this  project, 
several  other  Seacoast  Towns,  including  Hampton  Falls,  are 
participating  in  it.  This  study  is  being  closely  monitored  by  the 
State  and  will  benefit  us  all,  as  it  should  lead  to  approval  of  a 
comprehensive,  Seacoastwide  source  reduction  program. 

For  1979,  if  enough  area  Towns  support  it,  Rockingham 
County  will  be  providing  a  core  staff  of  experienced  personnel 
to  develop,  implement  and  monitor  control  programs,  and 
train  control  workers  in  participating  Towns.  Although  it  must 
be  emphasized  that  each  Town  must  still  provide  the  individual 
funding,  this  will  be  an  important  step  in  the  direction  of  es- 
tablishing the  coordinated,  cooperative  regional  effort  that  will 
be  essential  to  the  ultimate  success  of  mosquito  control  in 
Hampton  Falls  and  the  entire  Seacoast.  We  urge  your  con- 
tinued support  for  our  efforts  and  those  of  our  neighboring 
Towns.

MINUTES 

Hampton  Falls  School  District  Meeting 
March  9,  1978 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  by  School 
Moderator  Richard  Bohm.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  by 
those  assembled.  The  warrant  was  read  by  the  moderator  and 
the  following  rulings  were  made: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant  is 
finished,  no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  reconsideration  in  case  of  error  or  misunderstan- 
ding. 

?.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or  any 
motion  or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Moderator  in 
writing. 

4.  The  Chair  will  recognize  first,  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or  item 
in  the  warrant. 

Charlyn  Brown  made  the  motion  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
Business  Administrator  and  the  Principal  be  granted  permis- 
sion to  speak  when  called  upon  to  answer  questions  from  the 
School  Board.   Seconded  by  Warren  Kinsman.    Carried. 


ARTICLE  I  -  Charlyn  Brown  moved  that  the  District  vote  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation  for 
the  expenses  incurred  in  replacing  the  boiler  at  the  Lincoln 
Akerman  School.  Seconded  by  Warren  Kinsman.  Carried. 
ARTICLE  II  -  Charlyn  Brown  stated  that  the  School  Board 
would  go  down  the  budget  items  one  by  one  for  discussion. 
Following  much  discussion  on  the  budget  items  including 
special  education  for  handicapped  students,  teachers'  salary 
negotiations,  band  director  position,  and  a  writing  program  a 
motion  was  made  by  George  Merrill  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $422,068.00  for  all  items  voted  on  at  this  meeting. 
Seconded  by  Edward  Pevear.    Carried. 

ARTICLE  III  -  Charlyn  Brown  moved  that  the  district  vote  to 
authorize  the  school  board  to  contract  with  a  qualified  in- 
dependent auditing  firm  or  the  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
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ministration  for  the  fiscal  year  financial  audit,  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  (RSA  197:14  et 
Seq.,  Amended)  said  authorization  to  remain  in  effect  until 
such  time  as  the  district  votes  to  elect  auditors  who  are  voters 
of  the  district  as  otherwise  provided  by  State  Statutes. 
Seconded  by  Pamela  Thomas.  After  considerable  discussion 
the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  Charlyn  Brown  made  the  motion  to  accept  all 
reports  as  reported  in  the  annual  report.  Seconded  by  Pamela 
Thomas.    Carried. 

ARTICLE  V  -  Charlyn  Brown  publicly  thanked  the  Energy 
Committee  for  their  commendable  work  throughout  the  year. 
Charlyn  Brown  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  1978  School 
District  Meeting.  Seconded  by  Warren  Kinsman.  The  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  10:52  by  the  School  Moderator.

"School  boards  shall,  in  consultation  with  the 
Superintendent  and  in  accordance  with  statutes  and 
regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  determine  the 
educational  goals  of  the  district,  develop  long-range  plans 
and  identify  measurable  and  attainable  short-term  objec- 
tives. The  school  board  shall  require  the  appropriate 
review  of  such  programs  and  make  public  the  results  of 
such  investigations." 
By  June  1981  Supervisory  Union  #  21  will  have  to  complete 
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the  following  steps: 

1.  Develop  essential  student  outcomes  for  both  state 
mandated  and  locally  designated  fields  of  learning. 

2.  Develop  performance  indicators  for  all  essential 
outcomes. 

3.  Design  and  carry  outsound  assessment  procedures. 

4.  Analyze  the  assessment  data. 

5.  Report  assessment  results  to  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  the  local  community. 

6.  Develop  a  management  plan  based  on  assessment 
results. 

On  May  2, 1978  the  Joint  Boards  of  Union  21  agreed  to 
charge  the  Union  21  Curriculum  Committee  with  the 
responsibility  of  satisfying  the  requirements  of  the  State  Ac- 
countability Plan. 

On  December  5,  1978  the  joint  Boards  made  the 
following  motion  which  passed  unanimously: 

"The  Supervisory  Union  #21  Joint  Board  and  the 
Superintendent  charge  the  Local  Planning  Group,  com- 
posed of  six  school  board  members,  six  community  per- 
sons, six  teachers,  and  six  administrators,  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  developing  a  Union  #21  Accountability  Plan." 

There  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  dealing  with  the 
Hampton  District  forming  a  separate  supervisory  union. 
This  should  be  of  great  concern  to  you  in  that  it  will  greatly 
increase  Hampton  Falls'  assessment  for  supervisory  union 
support  and  complicate  the  coordinating  of  feeder  schools 
and  Winnacunnet  High  School. 

Hopefully  litigation  involving  the  eminent  domain 
settlement  and  encroachment  on  school  property  is  com- 
plete. 

I  appreciate  the  work  done  by  all  involved  in  the  formal 
education  of  the  children  of  Hampton  Falls.
